1, President Eisenhower is en- 
thusiastic about starting Korean 
rehabilitation at the earliest pos- 
sible moment to nstrate 
‘what the free world can do in 
bettering the lives of the long 
suffering Koreans. The Presi- 
dent and Dulles intend within 
the limits of possibility (not in-

3. In his talks with Rhee, Dul- 
les will negotiate key provisions 
of a United States-Korean se- 
curity treaty. But he will keep 
the way open for later agree- 
ment on withdrawal of American 
troops from Korea if that be- 
comes desirable. Some diplo-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower recom- 
mended to Congress tonight a 
plan to add about 10,500,000 
persons to the social security 
rolls for the first time. 


New. groups to be brought 
into the Old Age and Survivors 
Insurance system would include 
self-employed families, farm and 
domestic workers not now cov- 
ered and professional people 
like doctors, dentists, lawyers, 
architects and accountants. , 


These groups, brought into 
the system on a mandatory basis, 
would add about 6,500,000 per- 
sons to the social security rolls. 
Four million others, such as 
clergymen and members of 
many state and local retirement 
systems, would be eligible for 
coverage under voluntary group 
arrangement. 


Proposed for Next Session. 
The plan was not proposed 
for action at this session of Con- 
gress, but was laid down for 
consideration in the next ses- 
sion starting in January 1954. 
In an advisory report, issued 
at the same time by Secretary 
of Health - Education - Welfare 
Hobby, the President's proposal 
was described as stemming from 
his State of the Union message 
to Congress. 


The President said then that 
“Old Age and Survivors Insur- 
ance law should be extended to 


have been left out of the social 
security system,” 


Mrs. Hobby said the advisory 
report served as the basis for 
Eisenhower’s recommendations 
to Congress today. She said the 
report was filed by a 12-member 
technical advisory group which 
studied the system for 2%

Groups Recommended. 
The six major.groups recom- 
mended for coverage by the re- 
port: 

500,000 self-employed profes- 
sional people 
3,000,000 self-employed farm 
operators. 

2,700,000 hired farm workers 
and 200,000 domestic workers 
not now covered. 

200,000 ministers under volun- 
tary agreements, 

4,000,000 state and local gov- 
ernment workers by agreements. 
The President’s message to 
Congress said other important 
improvements in the act are 
now under study and will be 
the subject of further recom- 
mendations. 

In addition to proposing ex- 
pansion of the coverage, he 
transmitted a proposal by Mrs. 
Hobby’s advisory group to lib- 
eralize present benefits to some 
extent. 

Could Drop 3 Lew Years. 
This would be done by’ per- 
mitting workers eligible for re- 
tirement to drop off their three 
lowest years of earnings in com- 
puting their average wages for 
benefit purposes. In many cases, 
this would increase the aver- 
age monthly earning on which 
the benefits are based 
The White House said more 
than 40,000,000 persons are now 
covered by social security. 

The President also recom- 
mended continuing for a year 
and a half, through June 30, 
1955, temporary coverage of 
around 3,500,000 members of 
the armed forces. Present law 
gives this group wage credit of

The memory of Senator Robert 
A. Taft will be honored with a 
state funeral in the nation’s Cap- 
itol at noon Monday, 

It will be a service such as 
might be accorded a President, 
the office for which the 63-year- 
old Ohioan strove so hard. 
President Eisenhower, .who 
beat him for the Republican 
nomination last year and then 
won his friendship and support, 
will be there. So will Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, members of Con- 
gress, the Cabinet, the Chief Jus- 
tices of the United States and 
the associate justicés cf the Su- 
preme Court, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, and the ambassadors and 
ministers of the diplomatic corps. 
The invitations went out today 
from the Senate, where Taft 
served the nation as majority 
leader, and where he won the 
nickname of “Mr. Republican.” 

Services for Pershing. 

The memorial services will be 
in the Capitol rotunda, where 
the last state funeral held was 
for Gen, Joh J, Pershing, on 
July 19, 1948, 

Taft’s body will be brought to 
Washington from New York to- 
morrow and it will lie in state 
in thehistoric rotunda, directly 
under the Capitol dome. 

The public will be permitted 
to view the body from 3 p.m. un- 
til 9 p.m. 


After the services Monday, the 
body will be taken to Taft’s na- 
tive Cincinnati for private serv- 
ices Tuesday. The Cincinnati 
services, for members of the 
family and personal friends, will 
be conducted at 11 a.m. in the 
Indian Hill Episcopalian Church, 
of which Taft was a member. 
Burial will be in the church 
cemetery.

A week after a June 18 in- 
terview in which Taft said he 
had “a lesion of the hip 
bone” that ‘“‘could be” malig- 
nant. The noted cancer au- 
thority, Dr. Cornelius P. 
Rhoads, who had examined 
Taft in New York, came to 
Washington to tell the Sena- 
tor that the tests proved he 
had cancer. 


PASSENGER TRAINS REPORTED

been restored in North Korea.

FOR DOWNING OF RED PLANE

Rejects Moscow’ . Protest, Says. Soviet

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP) 


Moscow, in a note sili 
said four American fighter 
planes made.a “piratical attack” 
on the transport over Chinese 
territory ‘north of the Korean 
border last Monday after the 


‘armistice: was signed but about 


10 hours before the cease-fire. 

The Soviet note said all 15 
passengers and six crew mem- 
bers perished. Declaring the 
IL-12 plane was en route from 
Port Arthur to the U.S.S.R., it 
demanded punishment of the 
“guilty” persons and reserved 
the right to demand compensa- 
tion. 

In a reply delivered to the 
Soviet Foreign Office today, the 
United States did not deny the 
plane was shot down, but said 
it was attacked by an American 
fighter inside North Korean ter- 
ritory about eight miles from 
the Yalu river. 

It branded as false the Soviet 
allegation that the attack was 
within Chinese territery. Hence, 
it said, the Soviet protest was 
rejected “as being without foun- 
dation and fact.” 

“The United States Govern- 
ment,” it. said, “can only deplore 
the loss of life incurred in this 
incident. In view of the fact, 
however, that the incident oc- 
curred in the Korean zone of 
hostilities, the responsibility 
therefor must rest with those 
Soviet authorities who flew the 
Soivet aircraft through Korean 
territory.” 

The United States Far East 
Forces had announced previous- 
ly that jet pilot Ralph Parr of 
Apple Valley, Calif., had shot 
down an IL-12 transport over 
North Korea about noon Mon- 
day. 

The fact that the Russians 
waited four days before lodging 
their protest was carefully noted 
here. Officials believed they 
were trying to divert attention 
from an incident Wednesday in 
which an American plane went 
down. 

The United States has charged 
that a B-50 was shot down 40 
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miles off the Siberian coast, 
Saying Soviet forces picked up 
survivors from the ocean, the 
United States demanded to 
know what Russia was doing 
about their return. 

The American protest note in 
connection with that incident 
said the United States plane was 
‘|well outside territory, 
while the Russians alleged it 
was inside. 

The United States case on the 
B-50 was bolstered by the testi- 
mony of the only confirmed 
survivor, Capt. John Ernest 
Roche, who was picked up by 
a United States destroyer after 
22 hours in the sea. 


Roche said in Tokyo early 
today the American plane was 
meri ie “without provocation” 
by one or two Russian jets at 
a time when there was “no 
possible chance” that it was 
closer than 40 miles to Siberia. 

Red Flights Over Arctic, 

Meanwhile, an Air Force source 
said Russian scouting planes have 
appeared about 12 times within 
the last 12 months over the 
polar perimeter of the North 
American continent and Green- 
land, where the United States 
has air bases and other de- 
fenses. 


The source said that similar 
scouting expeditions over Japan 
average about one every two 
weeks. 

Only two such incidents dur- 
ing the last 12 months have 
been made public.

RAIN GANCELS 


Former President Ex- 


presses Satisfaction of 
Performance of Units 


in Exercises.

CAMP RIPLEY, ie 
-—A lashing rain 
dampened former President Har- 
ry Truman's visit with the Na- 
tional Guard in summer train- 
ing here, forcing cancellation of 
a parade he was scheduled to 
review today. 

However, the form Com- 
mander in Chief of the nations’ 
armed forces enjoyed himself 
and expressed satisfaction with 
the training and morale of the 
7000 Bissouri-Kansas Guardsmen 
spending two weeks at this train- 
ing camp. 

From the moment he stepped 
from a National Guard plane 
late yesterday Mr. Truman was 
carried through a fast schedule. 
He inspected an honor guard, 
stopping to chat with men in 
the ranks, then was taken to a 
point of vantage to witness a 
demonstration of infantry and 
artillery fire power. He watched 
the fiery and deafening display 
with obvious interest, comment- 
ing that it was “a fine show.” 

A reception in the Camp Rip- 
ley hangar followed the fire 
power demonstration. Dressed in 
a natty blue suit, Truman had a 
drink with the officers of the 
division and shook hands with 
visitors, ineluding newspaper 
men from rural Missouri and 
Kansas. 

With Two Cronies. 

Spending the night with the 
former President in the hand- 
some log-constructed visitor's 
cottage on the post were two 
World War I cronies. They were 
Arthur Bell, a Missouri State 
Highway Patrolman, and Harry 
Jobes, of Kansas City, who were 
members of the 129th Field Ar- 
tillery Battalion in which Tru- 
man was a battery commander. 

This morning Truman break- 
fasted with present-day members 
of his old Battery D in a mess 
hall darkened by power failure 
due to the storm. He intro- 
duced himself to battery mem- 
bers and ate cereal, scrambled 
eggs and toast at the side of the 
commander, Capt. Harold T.

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: Tough on the Budget 
In its rush to adjourn, Congress is making 
President Eisenhower’s budget problem worse 


instead of better. 
By reluctantly extending the excess profits, 


tax for six months, as President Eisenhower 
urged, Congress made available $800,000,000 in 
new revenue to set against the deficit which 
looms for the 1954 fiscal year. 

But now it has granted a special tax remission 
to the movie industry. If the President does not 
veto this, the Treasury will lose $100,000,000. 

Congress also has shelved for this session 
Postmaster General Summerfield’s request for 
a rise in postal rates. This will cost the Treasury 
an estimated $240,000,000. 

Thus the revenue gained by the excess profits 
tax extension has already dwindled to $460.- 
000,000, The cut in individual income taxes which 
will take effect next January with the Adminis- 
tration’s consent will wipe that out and more. 

From the Treasury's point of view, it may be 
a good thing that Congress is going home soon. 
If it stayed ‘much longer, there might not be any 
of that $800,000,000 left at all. 
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Agreement on Color TV 

Color televisien is somewhat closer, though 
not much, because of agreement in a long dis- 
pute which three years ago left both the TV in- 
dustry and audience in suspense. 

The dispute was: about two kinds of color 
television. Under the non-compatible color sys- 
tem, present TV sets could not receive color 
telecasts in any form without technical changes 
in the sets. Under the compatible system, pres- 


ent sets could pick up color programs without 


changes, but only in black and white. 

In 1950 the Federal Communications Conimis- 
sion adopted the non-compatible system devel- 
oped by the Columbia Broadcasting System. This 


was done against the protests of much of the 


TV industry, especially the Radio Corporation 
of America, which offered a compatible system. 

C.B.S. won the victory because the FCC con- 
sidered its system better developed at that time. 
But then the Korean war stopped commercial 
use of color. And now C.B.S, says it will “go 


along” with compatible standards which three — 


years ago were rejected. 

The reason for the switch is simply that the 
nation now has 24,000,000 television sets. A non- 
compatible color system would require expen- 


sive changes in all these sets, else they would be © 


useless for receiving color programs. 
Now that the industrial rivals seem! agreed on 
how to proceed toward color, the vast TV audi- 


» 


ence can relax for a while. There will be many 
months between FCC hearings and full commer- 
cial production of either color sets or telecasts, 
and so far the FCC has not even scheduled 
hearings. But when color television does come, 
it should not disturb the public’s tremendous 
investment in present TV receivers. 
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New Man in the Red Show Biz 


Representative Carroll Reece of Tennessee, a 
man whose name has not been as much in the 
headlines as in the days pwhen he headed the 
Republican National Committee, introduced a 
resolution last April calling for a House investi- 
gation of charitable and educational founda- 
tions. For a while it seemed that the resolution 
might be allowed to rest deeper and deeper 
under the dust which can accumulate rather 
rapidly on Capitol Hill. And that would not 
have been a bad idea since this job, always 
rather on the superfluous side, was done by the 
Cox committee of the last Congress. 

The feather dusters were brought out, how- 
ever, and the Reece resolution was brought to 
the House floor where it was adopted, 209 to 
163, with the Republicans predominantly in 
favor of it, Maybe they were paying a courtesy 
to an old leader. The vote made sure that Mr. 
Reece and other committee members to be ap- 
pointed by Speaker Martin will get their names 
into the newspapers in the sometimes dull days 
between congressional sessions. | 

The Ford Foundation, so it now appears, 
is going to be the chief target. Among its trus- 
tees are men like Henry Ford II, Frank W.

Mr. Reece, however, seems deeply disturbed 
because the Ford Foundation has granted $15.- 
000,000 to the Fund for the Republic which he 
resents as an agency with the temerity to inves- 
tigate violation of civil rights by congressional 
investigators. 

The formula for this type of investigation is 
by now fairly well established, but Mr. Reece 
may learn as did Representative Cox that there, 
is a bit of a difference between badgering 
a federal employe whose livelihood is at stake 
and taking on some of the outstanding men who 
are directing the great foundations. 

As a matter of fact quite aside from the work 
of the Fund for the Republic, the calling of 
these men to Capitol Hill a second time may do 
more than almost anything else to reveal the 
spurious and the opportunistic in a good many 
recent legislative investigations, state as well as 
federal, and strengthen the growing public pro- 
test against these side-shows calculated much 
more to get a politician on TV than to rid the 
nation of spies and plotters.

Business firms increasingly resort ‘to giving executives services 
in lieu.of highly taxed salary rises; insurance, pensions and ex- 
pense accounts found to be cheap way of buying talent; country 
clubs, hunting lodges and other ‘welfare* benefits are deductible.

‘searching for ways to give py raises 
that will not be gobbled up tax col- 
ry arch ding rfipidly through 
se , sprea rip rou 

industry, is producing a surprisingly 
rich yield. There are, it appears, meth- 
ods of adapting to high taxes. 

Result is that thousands of executives 
and millions of other employes are en- 
joying what amount to big pay raises 


‘at relatively little cost to companies. 


Life insurance, bought by companies 
for. their workers, offers a good exam- 
ple of a tax-free “pay raise.” 

To see how this “raise” works out, 
take the case of an executive earning 
$50,000 in taxable salary. If he wants 
to put another $1000 a year into insur- 
ance he'll need a raise of more than 
2% times that much in order to haVe 
$1000 left after taxes. Cost to the com- 
pany, in added payroll, will be $2970. 


Pension Plans Spread 


The company, though, can put that 
$1000 into group life insurance for the 
executive—and the executive skips the 
personal income tax on it. Moreover, 
a corporation using this method can 
deduct the $1000 as a necessary ex- 
pense of doing business. Thié makes 
the company’s actual cost, ordinarily, 
only $480. ‘ - 

What happens, then, is that the firm 
gives its executives the equivalent of a 
$2970 raise, at a cost of a year. 
That’s paring executive talent cheap. 

Pension plans, for these same rea- 
sons, are spreading rapidly in industry. 
These programs, of several types, all 
add up to the same thing—deferred in- 
come. 

For the company, payments into| em- 
ploye-pension fundg are considered a 
necessary expense Of business—provid- 
ed Government rules are followed care- 
fully. This means the cost is deductible 
for corporation income tax purposes. 

For the employe, though, these com- 
pany payments are not income. He, thus, 
pays no tax on them. When he retires, 
he may have to pay an income tax on 
the benefits he draws from the plan. 
Chances are, however, that his lower 
retirement income will mean a relative- 
ly small tax bite on his pension checks. 

Profit-sharing plans, used to build up 
pension stakes, are becoming a popular 
variation of this idea. Under these 
plans, the company does not have to 
itself to contribute fixed sum 
to the pension fund in year—the 
amount depends on profits earned.

Stock options also come in handy for 
the firm that wants to give tax-free pay 
to its employes.

loyes the right to buy, at $95 a share, 
ts stock that is worth $100. 

An executive of the firm waits, say, a 
year and a half, then checks the market 
to find that the value of the stock has 
risen $110 a share. He buys 100 shares 
at $9500. After another six months, dur- 
ing which the market value of his stock 
has risen to $115, he sells his 110 shares 
for $11,500. 


Direct Services Provided 


Total gain realized by the executive 
comes to $2000. Federal tax on that 


profit will be at the capital-gain rate, . 


which at most is 26 per cent—or $520. 
This leaves him with $1480 to spend. 
That amount of spending money, for 
an executive already e g $50, 


taxable income, is the equivalent of . 


more than $4424 in ordinary income. 

Direct services for employes are also 
being provided on a growing scale. 

Some firms make a staff of doctors 
and nurses available to guard the health 
of workers. There’s almost ho limit on 
the list of recreational facilities that 
companies set up. As a result, thou- 
sands of employes and their families 
have the free use of s ing pools, 
tennis courts, asiums, lending li- 
braries. It all comes under the head of 
adding to the general welfare of em- 
ployes—a necessary business expense 
and, thus, deductible. 

For the company executive, special 
dining rooms save valuable lunch time 


and, incidentally, save monéy for the — 


executive. Company cars, sometimes 
planes, are made available to top em- 
ployes for these same Ph ae and 
with the same inciden benefits to 
employes. . 


Vacations at Low Cost 


Some companies miaintain country 
clubs for the use of employes and their 
families. Other firms keep hunting or 
fishing lodges, often for use in enter- 
taining customers, but usable by em- 
ployes, too. 

Fancy hotel suites in cities such as 
New York and Washington, with meal 
costs going on the bill, are a legitimate 
expense for firms whose representatives 
visit those cities on business. A few 
companies even run full-fledged vaca- 
tion resorts

Effect of H-Bomb. 


As a first question, one might 
ask whether the hydrogen bomb 
decreases the numbers of air- 
craft required for strategic 
bombing. A single five megaton 
(energy release uivalent to 
5,000,000 tons of TNT) hydrogen 
bomb would release roughly 
twice as much explosive violence 
as all the bombs dropped on 
Europe in 1,442,000 bombing 
sorties during the last war. 


But such a computation begs 
the real question. How many 
targets must be destroyed? One 
bomb can only destroy one 
target. If there are a thousand 
separated targets, then a thou- 
sand bombs will be required. 
According to one Air Force offi- 
cer, there are perhaps only three 
targets in the Soviet Union which 
would justify the use of a five 
megaton bomb. 


Ten atomic bombs might ‘do 
adequate damage over the area 
of destruction of a five megaton 
bomb, If there were three such 
targets-the result would be three 
missions instead of 30, hard- 
ly a difference great enough to 
decrease the strategic bombing 
force in size 

Targets Determine Force. . 


The same reasoning applies to 
the atomic bomb. The numbers 
required, and the forces needed 
to drop them, depend upon the 
target system and the number 
of targets. A thousand targets 
require a thousand atomic or 
other bomb hits. The size of a 
strategic bombing force must be 
based on the strength needed to 
take out the thousand targets. 

There were about 14,000 
bombers in the British and 
American forces bombing Ger- 
many in 1945. Our strategic air 
force has a planned strength of 
a little over 10 per cent of that 
figure. A single atomic bomb 
can completely destroy a target 
that would have been only par- 
tially destroyed by a 1000-plane 
raid with conventional bombs. 
It can be seen that such large 
bombing forces as were used in 
the last war will not again be 
required if an adéquate supply 
of atomic bombs is available. 

‘ Not all targets, however, war- 

rant thé use ef atomic bombs. 
Many small ones, such as bridges, 
isolated. factories, or other 
installations can be destroyed 
more economically by several 
missions with conventional 
bombs. 

It may be thought that if you 
have a thousand targets and a 
thousand bombs, that only a 
hundred or so planes flying 10 
missions each would be suffi- 
cient. 

Losses Would Be Heavy. 


It does not work out that way, 
however. will be heavy 
from sabotage, enemy action and 
norma: operational attrition. As 
a rule about 15 aircraft will go 
together on a mission with only 
one carrying an atomic bomb. 
The accompanying planes will 
provide massed firepower to 
protect the bomb carrier from 
hostile fighters.

ND there had to be a new 

industry, springing from 

the rich oil of Penn- 
sylvania toward a future which 
the yet unborn internal com- 
bustion engine was to carry to 
undreamed of heights. The 
new industry was wild and un- 
ruly. There were fat profits to 
be made, and dangerous risks 
to be run. Refiners and pro- 
ducers went broke right and 
left, but it is not of record 
that Rockefeller ever lost 
money at it. For him the law 
of survival was expansion and 
more expansion. By the time 
he was 30 his personal fortune 
had been established and he 
sat on the throne of one of : 
the strongest industrial con- 
centrations in the country. 


Also there had to be a de- 
pression. It was the hard times 
of the early 1870s, together 
with the wild overproduction 
of constantly proliferating oil 
wells, which summoned men 
of good sense to the logical 
conclusion that competition 
was too much of a good thing 
for the consumer. 

From the very beginning 
Rockefeller’s cold, analytical, 
amoral mind seems to have 
been possessed with the de- 
structive folly (from the busi- 
ness man’s point of view) of 
uncontrolled competition. He 
set himself to do what he 
could to mitigate this un- 
bridled struggle by the simple 
process of eliminating the ma- 
jority of the competitors—al- 
ways providing, of course, that 
Rockefeller survived,

Trust and anti-trust both

' Oil, Its history reminds you 
of what a trust really was— . 


not a trust in the original 
sense, but a clever legal de- 
vice which enabled Rockefeller 
and other nineteenth century 
industrialists to circumvent 
the primitive state laws which 
then nominally forbade a cor- 
poration to operate except in 
the state where it was char- 
tered. The Standard Oil Trust 
was a committee, meeting in 
New York, which controlled 
the activities and the owner- 
ship of many oil companies in 
many states.

Y the late '80s and ‘90s, 
popular wrath against the 
trusts was expressing it- 
self in political action, both in 
the states and in Washington. 
One of the notable legal at- 
tacks on the oil monopoly was 
launched by the outraged citi- 
zens of Missouri, who were in

jiary, Pierce Waters Co., and 
wanted out. : 

The passage of the Sher- 
man Act outlawed trusts, and 
so the Standard trust was dis- 
solved. It was dissolved into*

-business. The Standard trust 
was slain and reborn in the 
form of Standard of New Jer- 
sey, which controlled most of

Administration the Federal 
Government moved in on 
Standard Oil. In a famous case 
which carried through into the

peal), a genuine dissolution of 
the monopoly was ordered and 
sustained by the Supreme 
Court.

0 DDLY enough the imme- 


diate result was a sharp 

increase in the profits and 
stock values of all the constit- 
uent corporations. One rea- 
son apparently was that the 
Standard bureaucracy had be- 
gun to grow old and hide- 
bound; the new companies, 
turned over to young execu- 
tives who had chafed for self- 
expression under the old re- 
gime, went to town. 

Not that they competed vig- 
orously against each - other. 
The old corporation tie still 
counted, and Standard of Ohio 
never monkeyed with the 
proper preserve of Standard 
of Indiana, But the net result 
was more money for Rocke- 
feller to give away, and more 
dividends for all the happy 
stockholders who had hitched 
their wagons to his star.

thing for the country if a

For in recent years there 
have been some surface indi- 
cations at least that not 
every member of Congress is 
familiar with or anyhow suf- 
ficiently impressed by the tra- 
ditional American liberties 
and how we came to enjoy 
them. 


“Seedtime of the Republic” 
is the story, told with careful 
regard for the historical facts 
of the development of the po- 
litical ideas “that guided and 
sustained the rise of liberty 
in Colonial and Revolutionary 
America.” In the economic, 
social and political setting of 


. ‘the colonies, Clinton Rossiter, 


teacher of government at Cor- 
nell University, describes the 
great contributions of men 
like Thomas Hooker, Roger 
Williams and Benjamin Frank- 


lin to our heritage of freedom. | 


The author presents first 
“the circumstances” which 


gave rise to the American po- - 


litical ideas—the conditions 
under which they arose and 
took form. Then he gives us

excellent short biographies of 
government; and above all in 
proclaiming separation of 
church and state and liberty 
of conscience on grounds of 
“the men” who developed and 
expressed these ideas.

of compromise, uality in 
land and governmé@at, and a 
certain minimum of order and 
authority were requisites of “ 
successful free government;

and liberty of conscience on 
grounds of social expediency, 
Williams left a legacy of ideas 
and accomplishments that per- 
suades us to look upon him 
as the first American Demo- 
crat. ‘ 

“Perhaps his finest achieve- 
ment was that he came to 
know better than any man of 
his age—better than the auto- 
erats in London and Boston, 
better than the nihilists in 
Providence and Pawtuxet— 
just where to draw the line 
between the freedom of the 
individual and the sanctions 
of the state.”

R. ROSSITER’S final ap- 
J) isa of this great ex- 

ponent of individual lib- 
erty is one that should make 
present-day dwellers in the 
state that came from his col- 
ony swell with pride. He 
writes: 

“The debt of Rhode Island, 
the democracy to Williams the 
democrat, is one that can 
hardly be overstated. If the 
colony, as it grew and pros- 
pered, retreated noticeably 
from Williams's original policy 
for a popular government and 
equitable land-policy, it re- 
treated hardly at all from his 
program for religious liberty. 

“Thanks to Roger Williams 
and his ‘impractical notions,’ 
Rhode Island led all the world 
in the practice of this vital

HE career of a rugged

Lost in Emotion 
THE UNDYING FIRE, by Fletcher 
Pratt. ee Books, 150 
pgs., $2. 
HE publisher would tell 
T us that Pratt has written 
“the odyssey of a new 
Jason, in quest of the future 
equivalent of the Golden 
Fleece.” Pratt himself, to 
judge from a few classical al- 
lusions in the story, is suffer- 
ing from the same delusion. 

The story is the tale of a 
space pilot, unjustly suspended 
by the service to which he be- 
longs, who undertakes a rela- 
tively dangerous mission, He 
does so at the instigation of a 
political group in opposition 
to that which forced his sus- 
pension.

The agreement allots the 
United States a tentative export 
quota of 270,000,000 bushels a 
year.

48 Nations Made Pledges 
to U.N. Not to Send 
Strategic Materials to 
“Aggressors.’ 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Aug. 1 (AP)—The United Na- 


tions doesn’t know how effective | tha 


its arms embargo against Red 
China has been, but it has in its 
files the pledges of 48 countries 
that they are sending no strate- 
gic materials to the Chinese 
Communists. 


The embargo was recommend- to 


ed by the United Nations Gener- 
al Assembly May 18, 1951, after 
the assembly had branded the 
Mao Tse-tung regime as aggres- 
sors in Korea. It is not binding, 
but merely urged all nations of 
the world to refrain from send- 


ing any strategic goods to Red 
China. 


Of the U:.N.’s 60 members, 47 
voted for the embargo. The five 
Soviet bloc countries voted 
against it and eight others ab- 
stained. None of the latter eight 
ever has had any trade with 
China in war materials. 


After the adoption of the reso- 
lution, the U.N. received declara- 
tions from 41 member nations 
and seven non-members that the 
embargo would be strictly ob- 
served. There has never been 
any official report to the U.N. 


that any have violated their | 


pledges. 
Some Gets There. 


It is generally agreed, how- 
ever, that some strategic goods 
have been reaching the Chinese 
Reds in one way or another, 
despite the avowed efforts of 
the various governments to pre- 
vent it. 

The United States took the 


' {nitiative in pressing for the em- 


bargo as an additional measure 
to back up the U.N. fighting 
forces in Korea. It specifically 
barred the shipping of “ammuni- 
tion and implements of war, 
atomic energy materials, petro- 
leum, transportation materials of 
strategic value and items useful 

the production of arms, am- 

ition and implements of 
war.” 

The United States already had 
prohibited shipments of these 
and all other goods, non-strate- 
gic as well as strategic, to Red 
China. No effort was made, how- 
ever, to get other countries to 
atop the export of non-strategic 
goods to China because of the 
serious effect it might have on 
the economies of some countries 
friendly to the United States. 


Comply With Bar. 


Countries, that have formally 
notified the U.N. that they were 
complying with the embargo re- 
quest, include the following: 

Australia, Belgium, Brazil,

No countries, except those of 
the Soviet bloc, informed the 
U.N. officially that they would 
ignor:: the embargo. Actually, 
Ceylon—a non-member of the 
U.N.—is about the only country 
outside the Soviet bloc that 
openly trades with Red China 
in strategic materials. Ceylon 
trades rubber for grain. How- 
ever, Ceylon never did notify 
the U.N. of its policies. 

Five of the eight countries 
that abstained on the embargo 
resolution are in the above list 
of those pledging compliance. 
They are Burma, India, Indo- 
nesia, Pakistan and Sweden. The 
three other abstainees—Egypt, 
Syria and Afghanistan—did not 
reply to U.N. inquiries, but they 
indicated in the assembly de- 
bate that they had no strategic 
trade with Red China.

SHORT CREEK, Ariz., Aug. 1 
(AP)—The polygamy colony of 
Short Creek, already shattered 
by a raid that sent all of its men 
to jail, was evacuated of women 
and children today by officers 
who were told of a plot to spirit 
the multiple families away. 
By order of a judge, 36 
mothers and 157 children were 
loaded into six busses and 
started on the 500-mile journey 
to Phoenix. 
This left Short Creek—a week 
ago a community of 36 men, 
86 women and 263 children— 
almost a ghost town. 
Remaining in the village were 
eight teen-age boys, permitted 
to stay to milk the community’s 
cows.

“Our Bago has always held 
firmly to the principle that the 
president of the wniversity 
should in no case be employed 
or forced to resign without ade- 
quate consultation with the fac- 
ulty. But procedures followed 
by the board of trustees violate 
not only this principle but also 
every respectable practice in 
such cases. 

“This obvious lack of respect 
for decent procedures on the part 
of the governing body of a great 
university is distressing enough 
in itself. But when it follows 
on the heels of your courageous 
efforts to protect the freedom of 
students to learn and of instruc- 
tors to teach and to engage in 
research, the action of the board 
must be viewed as educationally 
and socially ominous. 

“It is difficult not to look 
upon such action as a prelude to 
all-out effort to suppress civic 
freedom as well as learning and 
research at the university.”

The film in- 
dustry has been hustling 
from crisis to crisis since 
1947. That’s when its per- 
lod of greatest prosperity 
—the wartime boom— 
staged a big bust and left many more figures hanging on 
the ropes. 

The reasons were complex: high cost of living; low 
quality of entertainment; competition of other amusements 
for leisure time; big increases in filming costs. Divorced 
from theater operations by United States order, the studios

@ THE ADVENT of 3-D was a shot of adrenalin that was 
saved until the patient was in critical condition. The film 
industry has known for 30 years about the possibilities of 
changing the screen’s dimensions. But it took outsiders to 
demonstrate that new gimmicks might revive the industry. 

Will 3-D prove to be the magic cure for Hollywood's 
ills? So far, it’s anyone’s guess. The initial 3-D offerings 
have done amazing business. But the craze seems to be 
leveling off.

This year will see fewer feature films made in 
Hollywood than at any time in 20 years. The Screen 
Producers Guild has predicted 100, but the figure 
seems low. A more likely guess is around 250. 
This compares to 450 in peak years. 


x * * 


@ THE REASONS for the production slowdowns are many. 
Producers are faced with the hard fact that only one pic- 
ture in every five shows a profit nowadays. This has re- 
sulted in cutting down run-of-the-mill pictures which are 
financial risks. The pictures that pay off are the big 
“specials,” the exploitable epics which can milk the market. 

Roy Brewer, local head of the many AFL movie unions, 
adds these reasons for the slowdown: Confusion over how 
3-D will affect the movie business; the baffling question of 
what the public will buy; increase of production overseas. 


Whatever the reasons, the situation has been a hard 


blow to Brewer's unionists, who comprise most of the non- 
creative workers on the movie sets—electricians, grips and 
60 OD. 

Actors have also suffered. In 1947, there were 742 
actors under studio contracts. Today there are 304. 
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“Work in TV has taken up some of the slack,” 
said an actors guild spokesman, “but many of our 
members have found they cannot earn a living 
from acting alone.”

@ OBSERVERS don't see how the employment situation 
can improve. The trend continues toward fewer pictures. 
Even if 3-D and wide screen find favor, that means that 
‘less films will be made. The popular pictures will merely 
play longer in the theaters. 

What is the future of the industry? 

Some signs look good. Earnings for the first three 
months of 1953 for six major studios and theater chains 
showed an increase of 43 per cent over the same period 
of 1952. 

On the other hand, 367 theaters closed between April 
and July, bringing the total to 5385 in the last five years. 
Variety estimates 5000 more houses will close up in the next 
five to 10 years. 

The industry's future may well be resolved this fall. 
The studios will aim their heaviest artillery—top attractions 
incorporating the new devices. The question is whether 
these will be enough to combat the bigtime TV shows when 
they return in September. 

If the theaters fail to do a big business, we may see the 
long-postponed shotgun wedding of movies and TV.

_ ASKED the group of older 
married men how they would 
advise a bride on this problem. 
They divided into two camps. 


“The best thing for her to do 
is to let her husband handle the 
money until the landlord threat- 
ens to throw them out because 
they are behind in the rent, a 
loan company repossesses their 
car, and the department stores 
cut off their credit,” was one 
view. “Then he'll be glad to 
mig the family finances over to 

er.” 

Those in the second camp 
thought this made about as much 
sense as the theory that the best 
way te cure an ache in the toe 
is to hit yourself over the head 
with a hammer. 

“The thing for the bride to 
do is to take over the handling 
of her husband's income gradu- 
ally,” said one old-timer. “A 
newly married man is jealous of 
his money, because he has been 
used to spending it himself. You 
have to break him to the harness 
gradually, just as you do a colt. 
A horse gets so he has to take 
the harness. But if 
breaks her husband in too fast 
he will resent her and the 
harness, too, all his life.”

three shirts and a necktie now 
and then.”

In fact, even when we do what seems 
right and best under any given circumstances, we sometimes 
are forced to make others unhappy. As devoted as you are to 
your parents, your first loyalty now is to your husband. He 
is the breadwinner and if he feels it is wise to try to find 
work somewhere else, it seems to me that your only course 
is to go with him and do whatever you can to maintain a 
happy home. That doesn’t mean you shouldn’t argue 
against a foolish move and ask him to analyze it seriously 
before jeopardizing the family’s welfare. It may be, of 
course, that your closeness to your family has made him 
feel outside the circle, and his only recourse is to get away 
and make a fresh start.

y ERE ifs a request from Mrs. 
H. B., who writes: “I cut a 
recipe for a peach pie from 

the Post-Dispatch several years 
ago, but now I can’t find it and 
I hope you can help me. The 
peaches were peeled, cut in half 
and placed in an unbaked pie 
shell, then baked about 20 min- 
utes. A filling was placed in 
the center of the peaches; but I 
can’t remember the exact direc- 
tions.” 

The recipe you want was from 
Mrs. Betty McCoy and appeared 
in a series of stories on local 
“good cooks,” published in the 
summer of 1950. Here it is: 

Peach Puff Pie: One nine- 
inch pie shell; two pounds fresh 
peaches; four tablespoons but- 
ter or margarine; three-fourths 
cup sifted powdered sugar} two 
tablespoons flour; three table- 
spons granulated sugar (option- 
al, see directions). Select nice 
ripe peaches, preferably small 
in size. Freestones are much to 
be preferred, since they can be 
halved more easily than cling- 
stones. Peel the peaches, cut in 
halves and arrange in unbaked 
pie shell. Place close together. 
Sprinkle lightly with sugar if 
peaches are not very sweet. 
Place in a 425 degree over on 
rack below center for 20 min- 
utes. Open oven, pull out rack 
quickly and drop cream filling 
into each peach half. Replace 
pie in oven and bake 15 or 20 
minutes longer. If filling is put 
into peach halves for entire bak- 
ing time it will scorch. If pie 
is baked at a lower temperature, 
the crust will become soggy. 

For the cream filling, have the 
four tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine at room temperature. Add 
sifted powdered sugar blended 
with flour, creaming as ingredi- 
ents are mixed, until it will 
stand in peaks. Put a teaspoon- 
ful of the mixture into each 
peach half after first 20 minutes 
of baking time. If desired, a few 
drops of almond extract may be 
added to filling.

NE OF THE FEW THINGS more complex than 
television itself is a television show. Ai televi-

CinemaScope is one of many. wide-screen ‘agus 
now being developed. Here are other main types: 

CINERAMA uses a huge screen that curves inward

and provides a field of vision so you can see not 
only straight ahead, but off to each side. The picture 
is filmed with three cameras. Three projectors throw 
the picture on the screen. 

3-0 (NATURAL VISION) can be shown on a standard 
screen. Two cameras are used in filming—one is the 
“right eye,” the other the “left eye.” Two projectors 
throw the image on the screen.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. 
T WAS 5:35 one hot afternoon not long ago when 


Jim Caldwell walked through the door of his 
home at 903 42nd Street North. 

He went straight to the kitchen, took a cold 
pitcher of tea from the refrigerator and sat down at 
the table. 

Jim was dog-tired. The 95-degree heat at the rail- 
road yard, where he works as freight conductor, had 
downright wilted him. 

He had just taken his first sip of tea when his 
wife called from upstairs. 

“Jim, honey,” she said, “I'm glad you're home. 
The grass needs cutting.” 
>» “Go ahead and cut it,” said Jim, taking another 
sip of tea. 
> “That’s your job,” his wife retorted. 
> “Oh, no, it’s not,” said Jim. “When I work hard 
all day, I don’t intend to come home and cut grass 
—especially in weather like this. Anyway, thats 4 
woman’s job.” 

Well, one word led to another, and a good old- 
fashioned family argument followed. When it was 
all over, Jim did something he’d been thinking about 
for a long time. 

He called a strike. 

First he talked the matter over with his best friend 
and neighbor, grocer J. B. Hill, who promptly offered 
to be Jim’s “campaign manager.” The two then 
sounded out other men in the neighborhood and ¢° 
a lot of enthusiastic support. The others, too, were 
fed up with mowing lawns, washing dishes and doing 
other household chores. 

The men held a final council of war in grocef 
Hill’s store. Jim said he would serve as a one-man 
‘picket line if the others would back him up. This 
they all solemnly promised to do. 

On a piece of wrapping paper, grocer Hill wrote 
these words in big red letters: 

DEFYING HIS WIFE (see story), Cald- “ON STRIKE, WOMEN UNFAIR TO MEN. 
well starts his one-man picket line. WE WANT A FAIR CONTRACT.”

Reports Milton King: “Jim came to me and 


‘brought a gardenia from his garden for standin’ up 


with him. But I'd have done it without a gardenia.” 

The next day, neighborhood women gasped as they 
saw lanky Jim Caldwell plodding up and down the 
900 block carrying the big strike sign. 

As Jim marched, more and more downtrodden 
husbands signed up. Before long, 20 had written their 
names on the strike banner. 

At first, the wives tried to laugh off the strike. 
But when Jim kept on marching, the women started 
a counterattack. 


He Dared Her 


66 NE WOMAN,” says Jim, “sprayed me with a 
garden hose. Said she’d drown me because 


to work. 

“I didn’t answer her back. I wasn’t going to be 
provoked. I just went back to my house, put on my 
bathing suit, then walked by her house again and 
dared her to turn the hose on me.”, 

Another lady threw rocks at him. (“She wasn't a 
lady,” says Jim darkly.) 

“She told me,” Jim went on, “I was tryin’ to mis- 
lead her husband. I told her very politely that she 
had her husband henpecked and that I was tryin’ 
to make a man of him ’stead of a mouse. 
>) “That made her madder than ever. She said the 
women were going to run me off 42nd Street. I just 
tipped my hat and told her that if she did there 
wouldn’t be any men left on the whole street. They'd 
all follow me.” 
>» Everybody took the strike as a hot weather prank. 
But beneath all the fun ran the undercurrent of snip- 
ing between the sexes that began when Adam lost a 
rib and gained a wife. 

Even Mrs. Caldwell, said Jim, sleet the attack. 
She sicked “Rusty,” the family dog, on him. 

“He didn’t bite me though,” Caldwell said. “I just

I was trying to influence her husband not 


talked to him and explained the situation. He under- 
stood. After all, he’s a man, too.” 

‘The whinik uit Ube Geek wo a chores ob tows 
and catcalls, but they threatened to boycott grocer 
Hill for being Jim’s campaign manager. 

“But that didn’t scare Hill,” said Caldwell. “All of 
us men stuck together and we kept right on with the 
strike. We told the women us husbands had rights. 
We wanted to be allowed to go fishin’ two days a 
week. And we wanted hot fresh-prepared meals ready 
when we came home. 

“Those were our two main points—outside of re- 
fusin’ to work around the house—and we weren't 
going to surr . The grass could grow higher’n the 
house bef ‘d give in. They could heckle us all 
they wanted, but as long as those women were un- 
fair, us men were stickin’ solid.” 

As the wives’ tempers got hotter—along with the 
weather—Caldwell kept getting messages of encour- 
agement. More than 100 men from all over Birm- 
ingham telephoned him to say he was a “real brave 
man with plenty of nerve.” Most of them said they 
wanted to join the rebellion. (Later, Jim got letters 
from all over the U. S., and some from Canada.) 


“ANYTHING to keep peoce,” says Mrs. Caid- 
well,.trying mower. “He won't use it anyway.” 


And on the 900 block, not a lawnmower was pushed 
nor a paint brush wielded by the 20 men who had 
written their names on Jim’s picket sign. 

After three days of picketing, the Battle of 42nd 
Street was page one news in Birmingham. Even 
Mayor James W. Morgan was getting worried. And 
when a reporter told “hizzoner” he’d better do some- 
thing before the thing got completely out of hand, 
Mayor Morgan decided to act. 


And s0 at 9:30 one morning—four days after the 
strike began—the “negotiating committee” met in Jim 
Caldwell’s backyard to sign the historic compromise 
agreement. Mrs. Betty King signed for the wives, 
grocer Hill signed for the husbands. The agreement is 
to run for one year. These are the terms: 

1, The women agree that their men need not mow 
the lawn on very hot days. They may wait until it 
gets cooler, or until the sun goes behind the clouds. 


Must Keep Quiet 


2, The women agree that the men may go fishing 
as often as they like—BUT, they must take their 
wives with them. However, if the wives go along, 
they must keep quiet. 

3. The women agree to drop their threatened boy- 
cott against grocer Hill’s store. 

- 4, The women agree to provide hot meals, in- 
cluding breakfast, at all times—even if they have to 
get up to cook for husbands who work at night. 

5, The men agree to turn over their pay checks 
regularly to their wives. 

Now that all’s quiet on the Birmingham front, 


Says Caldwell: “As far as I’m concerned, the men 
won. The women agreed to most of our demands. If 
they break the agreement, I'll picket again.” 

Says Mrs. Betty King: “We'll hold these men to 
the contract. I think the women really came out 
ahead in the long run.” 

Says Mrs. Caldwell: “Well, we all-had a lot of fun. 
And that includes my husband. But, do you know, 
he really means it—about men not having to work at 
home~—especiaily in hot weather.”

WINSTON-SALEM, N.C. 
MACK IN THE MIDDLE of a modern 
business district here is 
a sleepy little town right out of 
the year 1766. 

It’s Old Salem, founded by German 
Moravians in that year after they had 
fled religious persecution in Europe. 

Straddling busy South Main Street and 
causing 13,000 cars a day to detour, are 
20 blocks of brick, frame and log build- 
ings. In each, placed as though they 
had been used only yesterday, are all 
the furnishings and implements of 
bygone days. 

» It’s all part of the city’s $2,500,000 
plan to restore Old Salem in time for its 
200th anniversary in 1966. 

» Inspired by the restoration of Colonial 
Williamsburg, Va., and other old com- 
munities, local townspeople got together 
and formed Old Salem, Inc., a non-profit 
organization to raise funds. 

» Winston-Salemites gave generously. 

Using old town records and drawings 
as guides, workers have slowly recon- 
structed the old town. In some cases, the 
original buildings were being used for 
20th century business purposes and had 
become almost unrecognizable. In other 
cases, replicas had to be built. 

In the long run, city officials here 
expect enough tourists to make 
Old Salem pay for itself.

Desert 


Us Food

@ Here’s one answer to looding the world’s 


LOS ANGELES. 
AKE another look at that cactus 
plant on your window sill. It may 
be the answer (see photo) to one 
of our biggest problems— 

How is the world going to feed its 
growing population without more land 
to grow food? 

“Mankind has a tremendous poten- 
tial source of food supply under his 
nose—where he least expects it,” says 
Dr. Raymond B. Cowles, professor of 
zoology at the University of California 
at Los Angeles. 

@ “I am speaking of the desert,” Dr. 
Cowles says, “and I am not talking 
about lands reclaimed by irrigation. I 
am speaking about arid desert. We can 
reap a harvest from this wasteland 
without adding a single drop of water!” 


He Eats Them 


r. COWLES knows what he’s talk- 
ing about. He has actually eaten 
most of the wild desert foods 

which have supported Indian popula- 
tions for centuries. 

“I ate acorns from live oaks on the 
edge of the desert,” he reports. “I ate 
shoots of the yucca, seeds of several 
plants, various kinds of edible nuts, the 
‘coyote melon’ and many other desert 
products. They were all highly nourish- 
ing—and I’m still alive!” 

Dr. Cowles’ interest in desert plants 


was a natural outgrowth of his life’s . 


work with animals. He wanted to find 
out what the earth provided to sus- 
tain animal life.. 
“Besides,” he adds, “I have long been 
thinking about the problem of the in-

adequate food resources on our planet. 
Our only cushion against famine is the 
desert or the sea.” 

So Dr. Cowles prowled the south- 
western deserts of the United States. 
And he studied the fndian lore of the 
region. 

Result: he discovered that the In- 
dians lived off the desert plants they 
found. “Fortunately, the Indians had 
already done all the necessary experi- 
mentation,” says Dr. Cowles. “I say for- 


tunately, because many of the desert 


plants are poisonous.” 

Now Dr. Cowles is able to say flatly 
that selective breeding of desert plants 
can turn millions of square miles of 
unproductive land into a fruitful food 


FOOD OF THE FUTURE? 


“Our only cushion against famine 
is the sea er the desert,” warns Dr. 
Raymond B. Cowles, “and the sea 
hes been fairly well utilized.” 

Seo Dr. Cowles, a California scien- 
tist, proposes farming the desert 
without adding a drop ef water! 


belt. And it can be done without water 
—by using the plants already adapted 
to the burning sun, hot winds and in- 
frequent rainfall of the desert. 

What are these plants? 

ACORNS: When the tannic acid is 
taken out by grinding, the acorns are 
put in a mesh bag and left in a run- 
ning stream for awhile. The result is a 


growing population 


valuable food product that tastes like 
cornmeal. 

YUCCA: Raw shoots of this plant taste 
like raw cucumber and very much like 
squash when cooked. | 


Sweet Flavors, Too 


HIA: These are seeds of the desert 
mint plant. The Indians used chia 
as flavoring (a mild, mint-like 
taste) and also ground them up by the 
bushel to make a nourishing gruel. 
GOAT NUT: About the size of the small 
hazelnut, this plant is found in the 
semi-arid areas of the lower southwest. 
It can be eaten either raw or cooked 
and has a p t bitter-sweet flavor. 
It has no shell and grows on a bush six 
or eight feet tall with greyish-green 
foliage about the color of an olive leaf. 
“You can pop goat nuts right in your 
mouth and eat them,” says Dr. Cowles. 
(Goat nut also contains oil, which 
is useful for other purposes, like cook- 
ing, candle making or as a base for 
cosmetics. Goats and cattle will eat 
the plant's foliage, and it can also be 
Planted as an ornamental hedge.) 
DROP-SEED: These come from bunch 
grasses that grow widely not only in 
the desert, but in the semi-arid areas 
adjoining it. The seeds taste something 
like oats. “Combined with chia, you'd 
have a tasty breakfast food,” he says. 
COYOTE MELON: Also known as “the 
Stinking melon,” this is a form of wild 
gourd. “We know that this vegetable 
was used by the Indians, but we don’t 
know in quite what fashion,” Dr. 
Cowles says. “I tried it raw and found 
the seeds and pulp unbearably bitter.” 


He emphasizes that he has sampled 

only a few of the many possible nutri- 
tious desert plants—and only in the 
U.S. He thinks there should be a world- 
wide exchange of information and fur- 
ther experiments in the use. of desert 
plants as food. 
@ Such a project has begun at UCLA 
where Israeli exchange students have 
shipped American desert plants to the 
world’s leading desert agricultural sta- 
tion—in Israel. ° 

Out of this may come the “desert 
farm” of the future. 


“I'll tell you why I’m so concerned — 


about this problem,” Dr. Cowles con- 
fesses. “Over much of the semi-arid 
world we are running out of water. 

“We're using up under-ground water 
faster than it is replaced.”
